SPEEDY TRIALS. 

(Ilefore Sir M. B. Jlcghic, C.J., and Mr. 
Justice Gray.) 

Joe, a youthful Indian from Alert 
Bay, through his counsel, Mr. S. 1'. 
Mills, pleaded guilty to a charge of lar- 
ceny, and threw himself upon the mercy 
of the court. As his client had been the 
tool of other parties, and not the real, 
criminal himself, Mr, Mills said he 
thought that one month's imprisonment 
would fully meet the ends of justice. 

His Lordship the Chief Justice ex- 
pressed himself as a little surprised that 
the learned counsel for the prisoner was 
disposed to he satisfied with so light a 
sentence as one month. The prisoner, 
he remarked, might very properly be 
glad to go to gaol. He would have 
nothing to do, or only just enough to 
give him a good appetite for his meals. 
His food would be found him, and prop- 
erly cooked too. A good bed would lie 
provided for him every night, and if he 
looked at it in one way, the prospect 
would prove very inviting. If the pris- 
oner knew what he was about be would 
be anxious to spend all his life in gaol. 
He ( His Lordship) was surprised that 
Mr. Mills had not asked for at least six 
months for his client. 

Mr. Mills said that his client was will- 
ing to forego the pleasures of prison life, 
and would try and content himself with 
a mouth. 

A sentence of two months imprison- 
ment, with hard labor, was recorded. 

Win. Henley was charged with escap- 
ing from lawful custody, the details 
of the escape and recapture being still 
fresh in the minds of Victorians. 

He pleaded "not guilty" and elected 
to be tried at the spring assizes, and the 
trial was set accordingly. 



WESTMINSTER NEWS.

Mr. Edward Mohun, C. E. , engineer 
in charge of the Pitt Meadows reclama- 
tion scheme, is in the city. Ho reports 
the work proceeding satisfactorily, and 
says that when low water is reached it 
will be pushed with vigor. 

The auction sale of government and 
private property, held by Mr. Trappnn 
Saturday evening, resulted most suc- 
cessfully. The government reserve, lot, 
15. Mock I), was knocked down to Mr. 
H. V. Edmonds for $4,400. A largo 
number of city uiulsubtirbanlotH changed 
hands and fair prices were realized. 

Mr. Ceorge Drysdslo, of this city, 
who wrote for the matriculation exam- 
ination for Mcliill College, Montreal, 
whore he proposes studying medicine, 
has passed successfully. Tho examina- 



tion was conducted by Rev. Mr. Scolder, 
who, under instructions, acted as sub- 
examiner. Rev. Mr. .Scolder to-day re- 
ceived a letter from Prof. Howe, of Mc- 
Uill College, stating that Mr. Drysdale 
had passed satisfactorily in all subjects 
and very creditably in many. 

Hon. John Robson, provincial secre- 
tary, stated that his visit to the main- 
land was for tho purpose of arranging 
some important school matters in Van- 
couver, and to consult with the West- 
minster council on the recent arrange- 
ments concluded between the two bod- 
ies. The absolute necessity of enlarg- 
ing the provincial insane asylum and the 
necessity of making a complete job of it, 
resolved the government to expend §-10, - 
000 in improving that institution. 

SEALERS CO.UK HUME, 

Arrival of the Juanita and the Aurora— No 
Truth in the Tale of Min der. 

The new sealing schooner Aurora, 
Capt. Meyer, came in yesterday morn- 
ing, with .'t'Jii skins. She spoke the 
schooner Minnie at Barclay Sound a 
few days ago, with all well on board. 

Messrs. Hall A Cioepol's schooner 
Juanita, Capt. Clarke, also arrived in 
yesterday afternoon, with a very fair 
catch on board. The Juanita met with 
nothing but bad luck from the time she 
sailed from port. She bad then a crew 
of live white men, three of whom lost 
their lives by the capsizing of one of 
the boats in a squall. Capt. Clarke says 
there was nothing to justify the report 
that the men were murdered by Indians. 
They were armed in much superior fash- 
ion to the Indians, and could have held 
their own against any nunibor of them. 
The day on which they were lost was a 
very rough one, and the Indians, who were 
accused by some of being the murderers 
of the boat's crew, came on board the 
schooner for safety during the storm. 
"It is quite true," remarked Captain 
Clarke, "that the Indians might have 
found the men clinging to the boat am 
killed them, lint it is in no way prob- 
able." 

The only sealer recently spoken by 
the Juanita was the City of San Diego, 
which was at Nootka Sound on Monday 
with forty skins on board.

NOT SO BRIGHT AS PAINTED. 

Disappointed Boomers Leaving Oklahoma 
—Good Laud Searee— The Excitement 
Subsiding. 

Wichita, Kansas \ ■ ".! 30. — Tho 
rush from Oklahoma oi disgusted settlers 
is nearly as great as tho rush the other 
way was a few days ago. A reasonable 
estimate places the present population 
of Guthrie at 5000, but what it will be 
at the end of another week is difficult to 
tell, as the Oklahoma fever is subsiding. 
Judged by the standard of all western 
towns, Guthrie should be a place of less 
than live hundred people, as the country 
around about is not capable of support- 
ing a larger number. Four-fifths of the 
land is worthless. Oklahoma City is 
not as hu ge as Guthrie, but it stands a 
good chance of being largo in the future. 
Its present population is estimated to 
be from 1500 to 2000. Fewer people 
are going away from Oklahoma City 
than from Guthrie. 

The Kingfisher people ire still wait- 
ing for supplies of various kinds, includ- 
ing lumber for house building. The 
population is now thought to be about 
1,500. Blood-curdling reports continue 
to be received from all parts of Oklaho- 
ma. The latest report says seven men 
have been killed in a light between Wi- 
chita, the old soldiers' colony, and a 
band of Texas cowboys. This report 
has not yet been confirmed. In this re- 
spect the report resembles all others that 
have preceded it. 

Guthrie, April .'10. — Trains are pass- 
ing here very irregularly. Owing to the 
large amount of traffic hundreds slept 
with newspapers spread over the floors 
last night, waiting for the trains north. 
Many of them are sight-seers who want 
to get back to civilization, and are not 
accustomed to the pioneer life. Over 
1,000 persons, including two women, 
were in line waiting to tile claims when 
the land office closed last night, and the 
line waiting for mails at the post office 
is half a mile long. Lumber is §50 per 
1 ,(100 feet, but the people would pay 
double this amount if asked to do so.

.1. \V. Haskins came up on the Dis- 
patch from the Arrow Lake mining 
camp, where he has a force of men at 
work on the Silver King, Monarch, and 
Gloucester claims. He brought with 
him some good looking specimens of 
silver ore. 

James Cray, with a gang of men, left 
here on Tuesday for McCullough creek 
in the Big Bend, there to begin work on 
the Ophir placer ground. Arthur Dick 
went along with the party. lie also 
has a claim on McCullough creek on 
which he is sinking a shaft. 

Locomotive-foreman Girdwood, run- 
ning without a head-light, which is 
strictly against orders, jumped the track 
last Sunday night on the way up the 
road from church. The tenders were 
Hying light, only having '• couple of 
maidens aboard. Tl)e lyifeck was a bad 
one, Mr. Girdwood and •' lady friends

Fred Hume, who has returned from a 
trip to the Toad Mountain districts, re- 
ports that thero is every prospect for a 
rush of business in that section this 
summer, but that it will be chiefly done 
by Americans.

That there is 
good coarse gold in the creek is well 
known, but whother it is on bedrock in 
the ground owned by the Donald Gold 
Mining Company is a guess which will 
bo answored by fall. 



New York, April 20. — The centen- 
nial celebration, commemorating the 
100th anniversary of the inauguration 
of Washington as first president of the 
United States, began to-day, when the 
first parade of a series of three (naval 
pageant) occurred. The skies were 
lowering from early morning, but every 
available place for sight seeing was 
crowded. At eight o'clock this morn- 
ing nine warships, seven revenue cut- 
ters, a fleet of steam yachts and other, 
vessels, carrying cannon, tired a salute 
of twenty-one guns in honor of the 
president. This was responded to by 
the guns of Fort Columbus and Gover- 
nors Island. About an hour later the 
steamer Despatch started with the re- 
ception committee to meet the presi- 
dential party at Klizabethport. Before 
the naval review began the streets of 
the city wore enlivened by the din of 
the gathered procession, which formed 
the escort to the president and party. 
From the landing at the foot of Wall 
street to the Equitable building all was 
gaily decorated for the occasion with 
rich cloths and bunting. Half way 
down the pier the vista was shortened 
by two immense rugs which were hung 
from one of the rafters and closed 
from view part of the pier which lies 
behind them. The part left open for 
inspection is ornamented with large 
United States flags which almost conceal 
tho walls, and beneath them are hung 
handsomely-painted representations of 
the eoat-of-arms of the various states. 
Other Inrge banners are caught in fancy 
shape at the rafters, giving the effect of 
a bright, cheerful hallway about eighty 
feet in length. 

THE PARADE AND REVIEW. 

At an early hour troops of soldiers, 
veterans and militiamen from all over 
the country in vast numbers began to ar- 
rive at their various rendezvous. All the 
troops, with the exception of the Grand 
Army, were stationed as they entered 
Broadway below Pine street. The route 
of the procession was so lined with peo- 
ple that passage along the street was im- 
possible. Everything was in readiness 
for the start at 10, and as the presi- 
leutial party passed out of Wall street 
on to Broadway the great parade begun. 

After President Harrison's speech, 
which occupied but five minutes in the 
lelivery, the most impressive feature of 
the whole day occurred. The presiden- 
tial party drove over the route of pro- 
cession to the reviewing stand in Madi- 
son Square between two lines of troops 
drawn up at either curb of the street. 
The President's carriage was drawn by 
four horses in silver harness. It had 
two footmen. The other carriages were 
lrawn by two horses. When Arch- 
bishop Corrigan had pronounced the 
benediction at the sub-treasury, word 
was given to some marshals' aides who 
were in waiting, anil they passed along 
the lines giving orders to each officer to 
halt his company. In this manner the 
whole procession halted from Wall 
street to the head of the line up town. 
Then, at an order of the officers, the 
troops below Duane street divided, part 
formsng a continuous line on the western 
curb of Broadway and part forming a 
line on the eastern curb. Then between 
these living walls the President and 
party were driven up Broadway to 
Waverly Place, through Waverly Place 
to Fifth Avenue, up Fifth Avenue to 
Fourteenth street, through East Four- 
teenth street to the east side up Union 
Square, along the Square to Ffteenth 
street, through Fifteenth street to Fifth 
\venue and up Fifth Avenue to Madison 
Square. 

As the President's carriage passed 
along through these lines, the soldiers 
saluted and the crowds on the sidewalks, 
u windows and on the house-tops 
heored themselves hoarse. After the 
party passed, each regiment and division 
fell in line again and resumed their 
former rank and waited for the word to 
proceed, which was not given until the 
President had reached the receiving 
stand in Madison Square. 

The President did not attempt to 
stand during the whole of the time the 
regiments passed in review, but at times 
le stood in front of the stand, Support! d 
in either side by members of the com- 
mittee of the army. Governor Hill anil 
Mayor. Grant were also on each side of 
Bands of music were distributed 
profusely: throughout the parade, and 
h band played its most stirring and 
brilliant music as it passed the stand of 
the Chief Magistrate. After passing 
tho review, the lines closed up a little 
that no break or halt would occur at 
the reviewing stand. 

One of the chief attractions of the 
parade was the Seventh New York 
regiment. The ladies everywhere along 
the route gave the Seventh a rousing 
welcome, which must have cheered the 
boys. The parade was not over until 
late in the afternoon. The Twenty- 
second regiment also received a large 
amount of attention, especially from the 
ladies. Outside of these favorites per- 
haps the sailors in their blue suits, with 
white leggings, captured the greatest 
ipplause. Some of these tars are just 
home from long voyages, and the fact 
was undoubtedly remembered as they 
trudged allong, eliciting thunderous ap- 
plause. After the last detachment had 
passed the reviewing stand, the President, 
was taken in charge by the committee 
on arrangements, and escorted back by 
Fifth avenue to the residence of Vice- 
President Morton. The greatest parade 
in point of magnificence that Now York 
ever saw was over. 

THE ENGLISH FLA 11. 

A number of militia men from Pitts- 
burg who were sightseeing this morning 
wore attracted, as they were going 
along Worth street, by a large British 
flag floating from u shop whitlow above 
American flags of smaller dimensions. 

"Let's take it down or make them do 
it," said one.

The sergeant in command of the sol- 
diers requested the proprietor to remove 
the flag or at least to place it below the 
stars anil stripes. This t he proprletoi 
soeinod willing to do when he saw the 
flag was obnoxious to his neighbors, bill 
his wife refused to touch the flag. The 
soldiers then drew their knives andsoiu: 
had thu obnoxious flag on the ground, 
without tho slightest resistance bcim- 
oll'ered. When the flag came down the 
crowd cheered. 

Further down the street was anothoi 
British Hag above an American flag, 
placed there by a firm w ho were Eng- 
lish people. As soon as the soldiers re- 
quested that the- flag be taken down 
they complied gracefully. A member 
of tho firm stated they had flung the 
flag to the breeze as a decoration, and 
had uo idea that it would be offensive V; 



anyone. As the soldiers passed on to 
wards Broadway and disappeared from 
view they were roundly cheered. 

THE HANQUET. ■ 

New York, April 30. — The last part 
of the grand military parade passed the 
viewing stand at 6:3Q p.IfV The Presi- 
dent retired from the platform, which 
he had occupied about six hours, and 
was driven to to the Metropolitan' Op- 
era House, where he was at once escort- 
ed to his seat at the table of honor in 
the centre of a triangular group of 28 
tables, the whole number of guests being 
about SIX). The banquet, room present- 
ed a magnificent appearance, the floral 
and other decorations having been re- 
arranged and freshened since the pre- 
vious night, with many now and beauti- 
ful features added. Mayor Grant pre- 
sided, and at the President's table were 
also seated Vice-President Morton, ex- 
President Cleveland, Governor Hill, 
Senator Evarts, Bishop Potter, Chief 
Justice Fuller, Admiral Porter, Secre- 
tary Proctor, Major-General Schofield, 
Judge Andrews, Gen. Sherman, J. R. 
Lowell, ex-President Hayes, Speaker 
Cole, Senators C, M. Bowe'n and EL 
dridge T. (Jerry. 

After Bishop Potter, in responso to 
Mayor Grant's invitation, had said 
grace, the pleasant task of disposing of 
the bounteous feast began. The ban- 
quet was the most remarkable ever held 
in America, or^perhaps in the world, in 
point of arrangements and execution of 
detail. The chief steward, seated at a 
central point, directed every movement 
of his army of subordinates by means 
of electricity. At the touch of his bell 
every roast was carved, every cork 
drawn, every course served, simultane- 
ously, thus avoiding confusion of courses 
or wines, and insuring perfect accuracy 
of every movement on the part of tin: 
assistants. The cost of the banquet is 
said to have been $35,q00. At !) o'clock 
the appearance of Mrs. Harrison and 
party in the President's box, followed 
quickly by that of hundreds of other 
ladies in tho auditorum, gave the signal 
tor the speaking to begin. The vast 
theatre was then crowded with a dis- 
tinguished audience. Mayor Grant an- 
nounced the toasts and sentiments in 
their order.

AMERICAN NEWS. 



Hie Pnriu-11 CoinniUilou. 

London, April .SO. — The ParaeU com- 
mission resumed its session to-day after 
the Easter recess. Mr. Parnell was put 
in the witness box. He gave his testi- 
mony in a clear and deliberate maimer. 
He stated that he did not know that 
Delaney, who testified for tho Times, 
was connected with any plan for obtain- 
ing amnesty for any of his associates. 
The witness stated ho had never heard 
of any attempt on Judge Lawson's life. 
He said he never was a member of any 
secret society. Mr. Parnell testified 
further that he did not know until 1877 
that M r. Biggar, nationalist member of 
parliament, was a Fenian. He then 
asked him to resign from the organiza- 
tion, but Biggar refused. Mr. Parnell 
said he had never communicated with, 
nor met Patrick Ford or any Fenian 
convicts or exiles in America. Ho 
first heard of the Cliin-na-Gael hi 
America. He had not left his intorests 
in America in the hands of Ford and the 
Fenians, but in the hands of Dillon and 
his party. He had urged boycotting 
under certain conditions, but had never 
countenanced intimidation. He did 
not remember tho circumstances of his 
having an interview with Lecaron in 
1881, although it might have occurred. 
He bad never said he believed that only 
force would redeem Ireland, but on the 
contrary he had no doubt that by con- 
stitutional parliamentary action the 
Irish leaders would achieve success. He 
had never suggested revolution or dis- 
cussed the means by which revolution 
could be affected, nor had he ever been 
asked to authorize the payment of £20,- 
OOtrto remove government officials. He 
had never sanctioned outrages, and 
knew of no payment having been made 
for the commission of outrages. Ho 
had not approved of Eguu's suggestion 
that Earl Co wper and Forster and Burke, 
Justices Lawson and May and others, be 
removed. Parnell continued that he 
could not have approved of any such 
suggestion, Egan never having made it. 
He had never heard of the proposition 
from any quarter for tho removal, mean- 
ing the murder, of Cowper, Forster or 
others, and did not know of the existence 
of an invincible conspiracy until after 
his arrest in 1S8M, when he was liber- 
ated from Kilmanham jail on parole that 
night to attend the funeral of his nephew 
in Paris. He met thero Justin Mc- 
Carthy and Quinn and Byrne. Ho did 
not know that Byrne had been a Fenian, 
nor did he communicate with Egan in 
any way whilo in Paris. He did not be- 
lieve that Egan hud supplied the in- 
vincibles with money from tho funds of 
the league. 

Auslro>Kn«sian Wnr £vnrc< 

London, April .SO.— Tho Standarc's 
correspondent at Vienna revives tho 
languishing Austro -Russian war scare 
by his insistence that the designs of the 
Czar upon Constantinople are of a most 
deliberate and determined character. 
The Stambuloff Government of Bulgaria 
stands almost entirely alone as an im- 
pediment to Russian influence in the 
Balkans, and this slight barrier, the 
correspondent asserts, is all that pre- 
vents Russia from immediate action. If 
this be true, and there is no reason to 
question the authority for the state- 
ment, the situation is indeed serious. In 
respect of ability to withstand a Rus- 
sian invasion, U, ..mania is no better off 
than Bulgaria, and the possibility that 
both of those countries will be occupied 
by Russian troops seems not very far 
remote. 

Walters Mum Hear the Expes . 

London, April 110 — It is stated apon 
good authority that a number of co- 
partners of John Walters in tho owner- 
ship of the Times intend to bring suit in 
the chancery court to compel that gen- 
tloman to bear the expenses of the Times 
in its case against tho Parnellites before 
Justice Hannen's commission out of his 
own personal fortune. The allegation 
on which the action is based is that Mr. 
Walters was individually responsible for 
the publication of the "Parneliism and 
Crime " articles, and the accompanying 
accusations against the nationalist mem- 
bers, having printed, them in spite of 
tho remonstrances of his more cautious 
associates. If the action should be suc- 
cessful, Walters will be ruined financi- 
ally. 

Boiilimger Driven from Ills Hotel. 

London, April 30.— General Bou- 
langer has left the Hotel Bristol and 
taken up his residence in a house in 
Portland Place, which he leased a short 
time ago for six months. He had not 
intended to occupy the house so soon, 
but the managers of the hotel insisted 
upon his changing his quarters.

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IMPROVE THE CITY. 

It must bo admitted that this city 
needs many permanent improvements. 
There are streets to be extended and 
repaired, new roads to lje made, bettor 
sidewalks to bo laid, and much to be 
done to make the city a pleasanter and 
a more comfortable place to live in. It 
is, we a-o glad to see, extending in all 
directions, und every man who im- 
proves his property requires a corres- 
ponding improvement in public accom- 
modation. Every citizen has a direct 
interest in having the affairs of the city 
well managed. But the corporation 
cannot make the improvements that are 
required without money. The current 
revenue is required to meet current ex- 
penditure. The City Fathers have noth- 
ing to spend on works which may be 
said tci form the city's capital — works 
of which their children and their child- 
ren's children will reap the benefit; In 
.order to undertake such works as these 
they must borrow money. And it is 
only right that they should. It is not 
fair to burden the present generation of 
ratepayers with the whole expense re- 
quired for works which will be of great 
advantage to the succeeding generation. 
They consequently ask leave to borrow 
money to make these permanent 
improvements. It is for the pro- 
perty owners to consider whether 
the works set forth in the 
by-law are required, whether they will 
improve the town and add to the value 
of property. For.it must be remem- 
bered that good street accommodation 
and works calculated to make the city 
triore health}-, in fact, anything which 
causes it to lie more attractive adds to 
the value of real estate, not only in the 
vicinity of the localities where the im- 
provements are made, but in every part 
of the town. Tho inhabitants of Vic- 
toria should be particularly desirous of 
giving their city all the conveniences 
possible, for if strangers find in it the 
accommodation they have been accus- 
tomed to, quite a large proportion of 
them would make it their place of resi- 
dence. Victoria is, without doubt, 
destined to become one of the most 
popular watering places, not of Canada 
alone, but of the whole I'acilic coast. 
But before it can become this, it must 
be made clean and wholesome and have 
well-paved streets and good roads. The 
owners of real estate can themselves do 
a great deal to hasten this time. They 
should place in the hands of the corpo- 
ration sufficient means to make all 
needful improvements. The sum that 
is now asked for is not large, and we 
think it will be admitted that the pro- 
posed improvements are required. This 
being the case wo trust that no oppo- 
sition will lie made to the passage of the 
by-law. Property owners should take 
a liberal view of this matter. They 
should remember that in civic matters, 
as in others, there is an economy which 
is more Wasteful than extravagance. 
To withhold the expenditure necessary 
to improve the city is not economy by 
any means! 



THE SLAVERY OF FACTION. 

We would like to remind our contem- 
porary, The Times, that excessive par- 
tisanship is not confined to one party. 
Unceasing opposition to a government 
is quite as harmful as undeviating and 
undiscriminating support. The member 
of the Opposition who considers it his 
sole duty to oppose, who finds fault with 
the Government whether it is right or 
wrong, whose censure is more violent 
and bitter when it is right than when it 
is wrong, is not a man to bo admired or 
even respected. But we have seen men 
in opposition who were ready to sacri- 
fice the interests of their constituents 
rather than give their support to a Gov- 
ernment measure. These men consider 
that their chief end is not to serve their 
country, but to oppose the Government, 
Consequently whatever the Government 
proposes, good or bad, they oppose. Not 
only that, but they resort to every de- 
vice to misrepresent tho men who form 
the administration. Not content with 
opposing their measures, they attack 
their character. They do their best, no 
matter what they themselves believe, to 
produce the impression that the men who 
form the Government are iiica- 
pable and unfaithful. Nothing an- 
noys them more than to see 

the Government pursuing a policy 
which is calculated to improve tho con- 
dition of the people. Bather than give 
its members credit for doing what is 
right they would cut off their right 
hands, if a member of their party is 



candid enough to give the Government 
credit for anything it has done he is 
scowled upon as a traitor or sneered at 
an a fool. Such men arc moro unpat- 
riotic and mischievous than the thick- 
and-thin supporters of the Government, 
And, singular to relate, they find journ- 
alists who are as factious as themselves. 
These journalists were never yet known 
to say a good word of an opponent while 
he lived, and if by any chance they feel 
obliged to appear to commend a sup- 
porter of tho Government they continue 
so to qualify thoir commendation as ,to 
give it ull the effect of censure. It does 
not require a long acquaintance with the 
political world of the Dominion to dis- 
cover that there is quite aB little real in- 
dependence of thought and action on the 
side of the Opposition as there is in the 
ranks of the party in power. It is 
amusing to see men who are ready at 
tho bidding of their leaders to declare 
that black is white, and to vote for a 
resolution affirming that the moon is 
made. of green cheese, reproaching their 
opponents for being "automatons." The 
minority in this country, at any rate, is 
quite as often mechanical as the major- 
ity- 

THE FIRST PRESIDENT. 

The centennial of the inauguration of 
George Washington was celebrated in 
New York city yesterday. The citizens 
of the United States have good reason 
to rejoice that such a man as George 
Washington was thoir first President. 
In April, 1870, the infant republic wi 
in anything but a healthy or prosperous 
condition. Independence had been 
achieved, but union had not been con 
stimulated. The members of the Fed 
oration were jealous of each other, and 
the thirteen States did not form by tiny 
means a happy family. At that time 
only eleven States had accepted the 
Constitution, and not more than ten 
took part in the election of the Presi- 
dent. Rhode Island and North Caro- 
lina refused outright to come under the 
newly made Constitution, and New 
York had neglected to choose Presiden- 
tial electors. Though the young States 
differed on many subjects which then 
appeared to be of great importance, they 
woreallagreed in their admiration of and 
confidence in George Washington, who 
was even then recognized to be "The 
Father of His Country." Thinking, pa- 
triotic men, who understood the 
country believed that Washington was 
the only man In the United States who 
could reconcile conflicting interests and 
induce the representatives of the people 
of the different Btates to work together 
for the good of the Republic. The great 
man himself was most reluctant to ac- 
cept otlico. He saw the difficulties that 
were before him, and he was diffident of 
liis own power to overcome them. It 
is quite evident that the reluctance to 
become tho head of tho Republic which 
he had done so much to establish, was 
not feigned. There is a ring of sincerity 
in his reply to Charles Thomson, who 
had announced to him that he had been 
elected President of the United States. 
He said: 

" I am so much affected by this fresh 
proof of my country's esteem and confi- 
dence that silence can best explain my 
gratitude. While I realize the arduous 
nature of the task which is imposed upon 
me, and feel my own inability to per- 
form it, I wish that there may not be 
reason for regretting the choice; for, 
indeed, all I can promise is only to ac- 
complish that which can be done with 

honest zeal." 

To Benjamin Lincoln he wrote: "I 
most heartily wish that the choice you 

allude to may not fall upon me 

If I should feel myself in a manner con- 
strained to accept, I call Heaven to 
witness that this very act would 
be the greatest saoifice of my personal 
feelings and wishes that ever I have 
been called upon to make." To another 
friend he said: "The first wish of my 
soul is to spend the evening of my days 
as a private citizen on my farm." He 
said to Lafayette: "I shall assume the 
task with the utmost reluctance and 
with re!\l diffidence for which I shall 
probably receive no credit from the 
world." To Benjamin Harrison, an 
ancestor of the President now occupying 
the White House, ho wrote: "Heaven 
knows that no event can be less desired 
by me, and that no earthly consideration 
short of so general a call, together with 
i (Usire to reconcile contending parties 
as far as in mo lies, could again bring 
aie into public life." "My movements 
to the choice of government," lie wrote 
to Henry Knox, "will be accompanied 
by feelings not unlike those of a culprit 
who is going to the place of his execu- 
tion. . Integrity and firmness are 
all that I can promise. These, be the 
voyage long or short, shall never for- 
sake me, although 1 may be deserted by 
ill men, for of the consolations which 
are to be derived from those, under 
any circumstances the world cannot de- 
prive me." The modesty and reluctance 
to accept responsibility of this good and 
^reat man are in striking contrast with 
tlie eagerness displayed by oliice seekers 
in these days high, and low, who are very 
far from being either good or great. 

It is touching to read of the marks of 
affection, admiration and reverence with 
which Washington was received on his 
journey from Mount Vernon to New 
York. Everywhere the people turned 
out to receive hiin and to show in every 
way that their ingenuity could devise 
how glad they were that he had accept- 
ed the position as head of the young 
Republic. In a very interesting paper 
in tho Century we find that before he left 
home the " Saviour of his country " was 
tinder the necessity of borrowing money 
to pay his debts and tho expenses of hfs 
journey to New York, which then took 
leveral days. 

New York received him with great 
rejoicings, and tho ceremony of his in- 
auguration was simplo but impressive. 
Those who took part in it worked better 
than they knew. They could not dream 
that tho thirteen poor, weak and divid- 
ed States which they, with fear ami 
trembling and many misgivings, helped 
to set out on thoir national career would 
iu a hundred years duvelop into a rich 
and powerful nation— that the thirteen 
States would become thirty-eight, and 
the three millions of citizoiiB sixty-live 
millions. The changes which have been 
wrought on this continent since George 
Washington's inauguration appear, when 
one thinks of them, to bo lit- 
tle short of miraouluus. And the 
change which the success of this great 
experiment of self-government lias 
wrought ui uion's idoas has not been 



confined to the United States. It has 
been felt in evory civilized country 
under the sun. The career of the Re- 
public, whose Government was then 
fully organized, has proved to the world 
t hat. the people can govern themselves. 
It is hard to imagine what the world 
would be like to-day hail the Republic 
of tho United States proved a failure — 
if tho fears of many of Washington's 
contemporaries had been realized. It 
can hardly be doubted that liberty 
would have received a check, from 
which it would take centuries to re- 
cover. But the spirit of freedom and 
the aptitttte for self-government which 
the citizens of the infant republic had 
inherited from their British ancestors 
enabled them to surmount tho difficul- 
ties that lay before them, and to make 
good use of tho splendid ml vantages 
which the continent they had made 
their home afforded them. The Ameri- 
cans hated the " Britishers, ''But it is 
because they had British blood in their 
viens, because they belonged to the good 
old Anglo-Saxon stock that they have 
been able to make the experiment of 
popular government so great a success 
as it is now on all hands allowed to be. 
This is at last beginning to be under- 
stood by Americans. And Washing- 
ton, who is now looked upon as the 
typical patriot by men of all nations, 
has no more sincere and appreciative 
admirers than are to be found among 
his kin beyond the seas.

The steamship Rugia, from Hamburg;

By-Law, 1889. 

WHERKAS, By a By-law ontltled tho 
"Stroot Uallw-ay Bybaw, 1888.-' 
liiiBsed by I lie Corporation of the City of 
Victoria on the 5th day of December, A. 1). 
18SH. a charter or f ranchlso was granted by 
the Mayor and Board of Aldermon of tho 
said City of Victoria, to J. Douglas War- 
ruu, Andrew Gray, David Wl Hi^glns, Jo- 
seph Hunter anil Thomas Hhotholt, to lay 
tracks, oreet poles and string wires thero- 
on f»r motor, linhtint? and othor electrical 
purposes. 

And whereas, tho said J. Douglas War- 
ren, And row Gray , D. W. lliKKins. Joseph 
Iluntor and Thomas Shotbplt have since 
assigned all their right, title and interest 
In and to the said charter or franchise, 
through the Honorable John Herbert Tur- 
ner as Trustoo, to a company incorporated 
and known as tho National Electric. Tram- 
way and Lighting Company, limited lia- 
bility. 

And whereas, tho said National Electric 
Tramway and Lighting Company, limited 
liability, is desirous of prosecuting to com- 
pletion the work-i contcinplaiod mid pro- 
vided for by tho said charier or franchise, 
anil havo applied to the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria for aid, in ordor thaL the 
said works may bo speedily constructed 
and put in operation. 

And whoroas, 1' is expedient to gni'.t. the 
prayer of tho said company for sue .ia 
a guarantee of interest at the rate oi two 
15) per cent, por annum for a period of 
twenty years on tho sum of forty thousand 
dollars ($10,0001, for a part of the under- 
taking contemplated by said company, 
namely, for tho purpoBO of constructing 
and equipping a Street Tramway or Rail- 
way. 

And whereas, it wdll rcqulro the sum of 
two thousand dollars (?'-',000) to be raised 
annually by special rate for t ho payment of 
said interest, in tho event of tho snid cor- 
poration being callc 1 upon to pay eartiei 

And whereas the amount of tho whole 
ratable property of the said Corporation of 
the City of Victoria, according to the last 
revised assessment roll being for the year 
ISSS, was $5,758,415,00, irrespective of any 
future increase of the ratable property of 
the municipality and of any income in the 
nature o£ tolls, interest, or dividends from 
the work, or from any slock, shares or in- 
terest, in the work upon which the money 
so to bo raised or any part thereof is in- 
tended to be invested, anil also Irrespective 
of any income from tho temper ry invest- 
ment of the sinking fund or any part there- 
of; 

And wherein? for paying the Bnid interest 
(in case as aforesaid) It. will require an 
equal annual special rate of ono twonly- 
eighth of ono per cent on tho dollar; 

And whoroaB it is intended to reduce the 
genoral rate so that the said special rate 
shall not Increase the total rate of luxation. 

Therefore, he it enacted by tho Mayor 
and Aldermen of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria ns follows:— 

1. That tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria shall guarantee interest at tho 
mte of live por cent per annum on tho 
bonds of the said National Electric Train- 
way and Lighting Company, limited liabill- 
hillty, to the amount of forty thousand 
dollars ($10,(100) for a period of twenty years 
from tho date of said guarantee In manner 
following, namely:— 

2. When it shall have been shown to 
tho satisfaction of tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria that flfteon thousand dol- 
lars ($15,000) of tho capital stock of the said 
Company bus been paid up by the subscrib- 
ers thereto and bona tide expended in and 
towards the construction of a street rail- 
way In snid city by said company accord- 
ing to Uieir charter, the said corporation 
shall guarantee interest at tho rate of live 
per com. per annum on a first issue of 
bonds of tho said company to tho amount 
of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000), the in- 
terest soguaranteed to be paid half-yearly. 

3. When itshall havo been shown to thesa- 
tisfnetionof the said corporation that a fur- 
thor sum fifteen thousand dollars ($15,- 
000) of the capital stock of tho said com- 
pany has been paid lip by the shareholders 
thereof and a sum of nt least forty-live 
thousand dollars ($15,0001 has been bona 
fldo expended in and towards the construc- 
tion of a street railway in said city by the 
said company the said corporation shall 
further guarantee interest at tho rate of 
tlvo per centum per -nnuni on a further is- 
buo of bonds ot said company to the 
amount of fifteen thousand dollnrs l$15,0l)0) 
for a poriotl of twenty years from tho date 
of such guarantee, the interest ho guaran- 
teed to bo payable half-yearly. 

I, When it shall have been Bhown to tho 
satisfaction of the said corporation that a 
further sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
of tho capital stock of tho said company 
has been paid up by the shareholders 
thereof and that a sum of at least BOTOnty 
thousand dollars ($70,000) has been bona 
:lde expended by the company in and to- 
wards the const met ion of a street railway 
aforesaid, the said corporation shall fur- 
ther guarantee interest at the rato of fl'-o 
per centum per nnnuni on a further and 
tlnal Issue by the said company of bonds to 
the amount of ton thousand dollars ($10,0001. 
for a period of t wenty years from the h i 
of such guarantee, tho interest BOgu«rail 
teed to bo payable half yearly, thv pro- 
ceeds of this last issue of bonds to bo ex- 
pended as aforesaid. 

5. The liability of tho said corporation 
shall not extend beyond tho guarantno of 
interest at the rate ol" live per centum per 
annum as a'oresaid. 

(i. The guarantee is subject to the con- 
ditions that the said corporal ion shall havo 
l he right t o appoint one or more auditors 
to examine the books of tho said company, 
and shall have tho further right to a repre- 
sentative on tho board of directors of 
the said company during the whole 
period of tho continuance of this guaran- 
tee, such representative to be nominated 

by the said corporation. 

7. Any sum or sums of money so paid 
by the said corporation under its guarantee 
or guarantees as aforesaid shall bo a first 
charge upon all I lie property and under- 
taking of the said company subject to 
the said bonds, nnd shall bo a part of the 
consideration for this guarantee and shall 
bo payable and paid to the said corpora- 
tion by the snid company before any divi- 
dend shall have boon paid to the share 
holders thereof. 

8. Tho acceptance by said company of 
the bbnefU of ibis guarantee shall bo con- 
clusive evidence of the Uisont, of said com- 
pany to tho foregoing clause ot this by- 
law, 

if, Tho form of bonds U> be issued by said 
company to be approved of by said corpor- 
ation before any liability under this guar- 
antee attaches. 

10. This by-law and tho liability ot the 
said corporation is subject to tho con- 
dition that tho moneys expended by the 
company to obtain tho benefit of this guar- 
antee and tin) moneys obtained 
from tho proceeds of tho bonds 
in respect of. which interest is guarantee 
by said corporation shall be bona lido ex- 
pended by said company in and towards 
tho construction of aslrcot railway and for 
no othor purpose. 

II. That for tho purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for tho payment of said inter- 
est, un equal special rule of ono-twonfy- 
elghtb of one iior cenL on the dollar shall 
In addition to all othor rales be raised, 
levied and collected in each year in ease 
the said corporation bo called upon to pay 
samo upon nil rateable propoity in tho 
said municipality during the continuance 
of lid. guarantee.

LOAN BY-LAW. 



WHEREAS, the Municipal Council of 
tho corporation ot the City of Vlo- 
toria, Iiub resolved to raise by way ot a 
loan the sum of $45,000, to bo exponilod in 
street and bridge improvements in said 
city und in oidarging tho area of Ross Bay 
Cemetery. 

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
$3.1tl'J to be raised annually by speciul rate 
for tho payment of said debt and Interest 
as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas, as thoauiountof the whole 
rateable properly of tho said corporation 
of tho City of Victoria, according to tho last 
revised assessment roll being for the year 
1888 wis $5,75K,oon Irrespective of any fu- 
ture Increase of the rateable property of 
the municipality, and of any income In the 
nature of tolls, interest or dividends from 
thework.andalsoirrospoctivoof nnyincomo 
from the temporary investments of tho 
sinking fund or any part thereof, 

And whereas, for paying the interest and 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for 
paying the said principal sum of $15,000, 
and interest ai hereinafter mentioned, It 
will require an equal annual special rate 
of one-eighteenth of one per cent, on tho 
dollar. 

And whereas, it is intended to reduce the 
general rate so that, the said speciul rate 
shall not increase the total rate of taxation. 

Therefore bo It enacted by tho Mayor 
nnd Aldermen of tho corporation of tho 
City of Victoria: 

1. That it shall bo lawful for the Mayor 
of the snid city to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies cor- 
porate, who maybe willing to advance tho 
same upon] the credit of the debentures 
hereinafter mentioned, a sum of money not 
exceeding in tho whole the sum of $15,000, 
und cause the same to bo paid to tho treas- 
urer of tho said corporation for the pur- 
poses and with the objects following, that 
Is to say, to be expended in alterations ad- 
ditions and Improvements us follows:

Yates Street. 
Broad Street. 

lllancluird Street extension. 
Wharf Street for sanitary purposes.

Catharine Street and other streets 

2. Ttittt it shall bo lawful for the said 
Mayor to issue any number of debentures 
to be made for such sums of money as may 
bo required for not loss than $1,000 each', 
and that tho said debentures shall be sealed 
with the seal of the said corporation of the 
City of Victoria and bo signed by the 
Mayor. 

S, That the auid debentures shall bo 
made payable In 30 years from tho day 
hereinafter mentioned for this by law to 
take effect at the office of the treasurer of 
the corporation of tho said city of Victoria 
and shall have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of the Interest. 

1. That tho said debentures shall boar in- 
terest at and utter the rate of five per cont. 
per annum from tho date thereof, which 
interest shall bo payable yearly at tho of- 
fice of tho treasurer of said corporation. 

5. That for the purposo of forming a sink- 
ing fund for tho payment of tho said de- 
bentures and the interest at the rate afore- 
said to become due thereon an equal spe- 
cial rate of one-eighteenth of one per cent, 
tin tin dollar shall in addition to all other 
rates be raised, levied and collected in each 
year upon all rateable property in tho said 
municipality during tho continuance of the 
said debentures or any of them. 

0. That it s' all bo lawful for tho snid 
indnldpoJ council from time to time to 
purchase any of tho said debentures and 
such debentures shall bo so expressed as to 
entitle the said council lo redeem nnd pur- 
chase same on paying the amount thereof 
and Interest duo thereon to the date of 
such purchase to the holder or holdors 
thereof, and all debentures so repurchased 
shall be forthwith cancelled and destroyed, 
and no reissue of debentures shall bo made 
In consequence of such repurchase.

Mr. Cowan is prostrated 
with grief at the result of the accident, 
and his sister-in-law, who witnessed the 
affair, fainted and remained unconscious 
for many hours. 

The Way to Fight a Saloon. 

Having been harshly criticised for em- 
ploying a detectivo to procure evidence 
against a law breaking saloon keeper, the 
mayor of Keokuk, Iowa, made the fol- 
lowing reply : "lam not trying tore- 
form anybody. I am simply trying to 
enforce tho law. But this thing I have 
learned: The saloon cannot be fought by 
prayer ineotinga. All the trousers in 
Keokuk can be worn threadbare at the 
knees, and the saloon would still exist. 
Tho saloon must be fought at short 
range, and that is what we are now do- 
ing. A saloon keeper loves the temper- 
ance unions and tho prayer meeting. 
He believes in them. He says it is the 
proper way to deal with the liquor ques- 
tion; and, meanwhile, while the prayer 
meeting goeH on in tho church, he holds 
his symposium in his saloon and takes 
in the dollars across his bar. But the 
other method of fighting the saloon 
hurts; hence the cry. It gets tho evi- 
dence, and it finds him and doses up 
his saloon. I believe in it; til * course 
docs not justify it; neither d - I he say- 
ing that it is not right by others 
condemn it. I have used it anil to good 
effect Whether I shall usu it again or 
not dupei.ds on the uocossity."

A Home Industry Which Should be En- 
cournguil. . 

Gabriel & Co., of Victoria, have just 
been granted letters patent by the 
United States for the Oriel Sanitary 
Drain Pipe. This invention is of mo- 
mentous interest to Victoria, boing a 
pnioly home conception, and the mode 
of manufacture has been heretofore de- 
scribed in the columns of The Colonist. 
The material stood the tests to which it 
wns submitted far beyond the most san- 
guine expectations of tho patentees. A 
piece of tho composition remained in- 
tact for days, submerged in acid, in 
which pioces of vitrified pipo and brick 
dissolved in a few hours. 

The pipes which have been lately 
manufactured at the temporary works 
have met with a ready sale, the demand 
exceoding thu supply, for house build- 
ing purposes. They are to be used in 
the drainage of the Jubilee Hospital, 
and both the architect, Mr. Teague, 
and other builders are delighted with 
them, owing to their exceptional qual- 
ities and cheapness. The ease with which 
the joints can be made, secured fast 
by a cement of its own material easily 
applied, the noli -porous quality of the 
material and the welding of the joints 
precluding tho possibility of an escape 
of those poisonous gasses which havo so 
often brought death and disease to the 
best arranged sanitive system of public 
institutions and houses. It was an es- 
cape of Hewor gas that laid the Prince of 
Wales at the point of death some seven- 
teen years ago, and it is to soakage and 
gas leakage that the present unhealthy 
state of the quarters of Her Majesty's 
troops in Dublin has been attributed by 
the sanitary enquiry lately held by the 
Secretary of State for War. The sys- 
tem of joining the pipes are peculiar to 
tho Oriel, which cannot be said of any 
other, and this alone, apart from other 
qualifications, should carry with it great 
force and value in considering materials 
for use iu the proposed system of sewer- 
age for the city. Our brick are porous 
and soft, and are therefore useless for 
sewerage purposes. The imported ar- 
ticle would be too costly. Other drain 
pipe are of foreign manufacture and 
generally loose at the joints or becomes 
rotten and porous by being impregnated 
with sewage gases.

other city where encouragement to a 
native industry will be more enticing 
than in Victoria. 

Before coming tri a decision it is hoped 
that our city fathers will fully enquire 
into the merits and claims of the several 
materials submitted for use in the con- 
struction of the sewers. The claims of 
the Oriel pipe stand above all others in 
the most essential qualification. The 
material is durable, non-porous, cheaper 
than any other, and above all other 
consideration, the pipes are of home 
manufacture.
